Citizens Beg Consultants on Lake 
Park Plan to Keep It "Natural”

At its October 1 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council voted to oppose Dom¬ 
inos Pizza's request to con¬ 
tinue offering carryout ser¬ 
vice while seeking to change 
either its zoning category or 
the zoning law. Council also 
agreed to research Rick 
Meetre’s proposal that the 
Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (W- 
MATA) change its wetland 
mitigation plans, introduced 
legislation to establish a re¬ 
cycling advisory committee 
and gave final approval to 
several capital improvement 
appropriations ordinances. 

Awards 

The evening began on a 
pleasant note as Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld presented Horticul¬ 
turist Bill Phelan with county 
beautification and Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
water conservation awards for 
the Landscaping at the police 
station and at the bus stop at 
the corner of Crescent and Ridge 
Roads. Phelan accepted the 
awards on behalf of the horti¬ 
culturist and parks crews. 

Sheldon Goldberg asked coun¬ 
cil for additional bus shelters 
in Greenbelt East. Assistant City 
Manager Michael P. McLaughlin 
reported that there is one shel¬ 
ter at Hanover Parkway and 
Mandan Road and that additional 
shelters are planned along 
Gr^nbelt Road at Hanover 
Parkway and Mandan Road. 

Metro 

Meetre asked councirs support 
for his proposal that WMIATA 
be required to obtain part of 
the Smith property, located 
south of the Greenbelt Metro 
station site, for replacement 
wetlands. Under federal law, 
WMATA must replace the wet¬ 
lands it will damage in con¬ 
structing the new station and 
train yard with twice the acre¬ 
age of replacement wetlands. 

WMATA plans to construct 
these new wetlands on a por¬ 
tion of the Beltsville Agricul¬ 
tural Research Center. Meetre 
argued that, based upon his con¬ 
versations with a number of en¬ 
vironmentalists, the Smith site 
would he a better site, as it 
would provide a filter for the 
runoff from the station site and 
improve water quality in In¬ 
dian Creek. The station and yard 
will be constructed along Cher- 
rywood Lane between Greenbelt 
Road and Kenilworth Avenue. 
Construction of the station is 
underway. WMATA is still 
awaiting permits from the Corps 
of Engineers for the yard. 

Meetre said that his proposal 
would not delay the opening of 
the Green Line, would reduce the 
loss of open space and assure 
the preservation, in its natural 
state, of land adjacent to the 
statioii. 


Council directed staff to for¬ 
ward the petition to WMATA 
and local elected officials for 
comment. 

Domino Pizza 

The zoning for the Domino 
Pizza property on Centerway 
permits only off-premises deliv¬ 
ery and prohibits eat-in, drive-in 
and carryout service. Although 
the national company launched 
a major advertising drive over 
the summer to encourage cus¬ 
tomers to pick up their pizzas, 
the county has cited the local 
operation, along with others in 
the county, for a zoning viola¬ 
tion as a result of this service. 

The franchise holder, Chesa¬ 
peake Pizza, Inc., is seeking ex¬ 
tension of the 60-day grace per¬ 
iod, to continue offering carry¬ 
out service while it researches 
and applies for either a zoning 
change, to carryout restaurant, 
or a change in the zoning law 
to permit the currently pro¬ 
hibited activities. 

Attorney M i d g e 11 Parker, 
representing Chesapeake Pizza, 
asked councirs support, saying 
that carryout service would re¬ 
duce traffic by eliminating the 
need for people shopping at the 
Center to return home and call 
for delivery. He argued that 
there is adequate parking in the 
municipal lot located behind the 
store. 

Celia Wilson, the city's direc¬ 
tor of planning and development, 
said that contrary to the site 
description submitted by Chesa¬ 
peake, there are only four legal 
parking spaces on the site, not 
12. The spaces beside the build¬ 
ing, which she said were never 
legal, are now inaccessible be¬ 
cause of the installation of a 
new curb- The four spaces are 
not sufficient to support a pic- 
up operation, Wilson said. 

'Council memlber Antoinette M. 
Bram urged council to support 
Chesapeake's request for an ex¬ 
tended grace period to resolve

Keep the Lake Park na¬ 
tural was the comment 
heard again and again at the 
Lake Park Master Plan pub¬ 
lic hearing on Tuesday, Oc¬ 
tober 2. It was a meeting 
designed to let citizens ex¬ 
press their views on the 
park. This will be the first 
in a series of meetings to 
hammer out a master plan 
foj: the "Buddy” Attick Lake 
Park in a manner similar to 
the planning process for the 
Schrom Hills Park. 

The “Buddy" Attick Lake Park 
is located south of Crescent 
Road, east of Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue and west of St. Hugh's 
Church. The 85-acre park con¬ 
tains a 23-acre lake, woods, open 
fields, picnic areas, and other 
recreational facilities. 

The firm of Greenhorne and 
O'Mara was hired by the city to 
prepare a master plan of the 
park. Planner Linda Ryan and 
landscape architect Cleve Stover 
said they have reviewed other 
plans on the park. At the meet¬ 
ing they asked citizens in at¬ 
tendance for their comments and 
ideas about the park. 

Their next step is to produce 
two or three alternative plans 
which could range from minor 
changes to major enhancements. 
There would then be more pub¬ 
lic meetings to receive comments 
from citizens and thus hone the 
plans. 

Stover displayed and explained 
two maps of the lake park and 
briefly discussed a number of 
areas that could be changed or

the violatioii. She said that many 
residenta can walfk to the store 
ifroni the nearhy apartments, 
which wotild not increase traf¬ 
fic. Farther, she argued that 
the canyout operation might help 
the other Center stores, current¬ 
ly suffering sales drops due to 
the Centerway construction, and 
rediice the numiber of trips by 
Domino’s delivery personnel. 

Brasn found herself on the 
short end of a 4-1 vote, however, 
as council voted to oppose the 
requested extension. Council 
mentber Joseph Isaacs was 
skeptical that people would walk 
several blocks to get a hot pizza 
that would be cold when they 
got home. As a result he felt 
that the carryout operation in¬ 
creases Center traffic. Ha said 
that Center merchants are al¬ 
ready complaining about the 
shortage of parking. 

Earlier in the meeting. City 
Manager James K. Giese noted 
that in response to merchant 
complaints about parking, the 
city had slightly widened the 
parking lot behind Domino’s. 
This permitted conversion of the 
last row to perpendicular, rath¬ 
er than angl^ parking, increas¬ 
ing the number of spaces in the 
krt. 

Along with Mayor pro tern 
Thomas X. White, Isaacs noted 
that in seeking its current zon¬ 
ing, Chesapeake had assured the 
city that they would not offer 
carryout. White called the carry¬ 
out operation ''somewhat of a 
reneg” of these assurances and 
doubted that it was in the best 
interests of the city to increase 
the pressure on parking. He also 
worried about what future ten¬ 
ants the revised zoning might 
permit. 

Weidenfeld, while conceding 
that there are good arguments 
on both sides of the issue, op¬ 
posed the extension because of 
the limited parking. He noted 
that while those desiring pizza 
can get delivery, the customers 
of the other stores had no op¬ 
tion but to come to the Center. 
Coundl member Edward Putens, 
who bad earlier pronounced 
himself "tom” on the issue, also 
voted to oppose the extension. 
He declared that he had been 
persuaded by the "overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of obvious prob¬ 
lems.” 

Legislslion 

Council introduced a resolution 
establishing a recycling advisory 
eomfmittee. The resolution will be 
considered for final passage at 
the next meeting. 

Several capital improvements 
budgets were given final approv¬ 
al without change. These bud¬ 
gets govern: expenditures from 
the 1986 bond issue, including 
appropriations to fund construc¬ 
tion of the indoor pool; im¬ 
provements to Schrom Hills Park 
including appropriations to com¬ 
plete the project during the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year; renovations to 
create a community center, in- 
cludix^ appropriations for plan¬ 
ning and design work; and ex¬ 
penditures of Community Devel¬ 
opment Block Grant funds. 

The Capital Improvements 
Fund budget accounting for the 
expenditures of tax generated 
funds, rather than bond or grant 
funds, was revised slightly. The 
revised ordinance will be con¬ 
sidered for final passage at the 
next regular meeting.

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Lewis Bernstein, a former 
member of the Greenbelt City 
Council, died of cancer on Oc¬ 
tober 7 at his home in Bethesda. 
He was 74. While a Greenbelt 
resident, he was founding mem¬ 
ber and officer of Woodway 
Homes, now known as the Wood¬ 
land Way development. As a 
member of a study committee 
appointed by the city council, 
he recommended the establish¬ 
ment of the Advisory Planning 
Board, on which he later served 
as chairman. He was elected to 
the city council in 1963, where 
he was a vocal opponent of high- 
density development. 

Mr. Bernstein was bom in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. and received a 
law degree from St. John’s Uni¬ 
versity. Before World War II he 
practiced law in New York and 
then served in the U.S. Army, 
participating in the invasion of 
Sicily, Later he served in Prance 
and Germany, being awarded a 
Bronze Star for organizing the 
criminal investigation division of 
the 7th Army. For a time after 
the war he practiced la>v in Fort 
Fairfield, Maine. 

In 1953 Mr. Bernstein moved 
to the Washington area to join 
the Department of Justice, even¬ 
tually becoming chief of the spe¬ 
cial litigation section of the anti¬ 
trust division. In 1971 he re¬ 
ceived the Justice Department’s 
John Marshall Award for en¬ 
forcement of antitrust laws. In 
1978 he retired, returning to 
private practice. He received the 
Consumer Lawyer of the Year 
award in 1989 from the D.C. 
Bar Association. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Elaine, and by four children— 
Lois, Robert, John, and Cairole. 

A memorial service was held 
on October 11 at the Kay Spiri¬ 
tual Life Center Chapel at the 
American University campus.

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velopment; it needs more main¬ 
tenance. 

Loutsch said the city has an 
excellent horticulturist so why 
not do more landscaping in the 
park? 

City Council members indicat¬ 
ed they heard the citizens* wish¬ 
es for a natural park. Council 
member Joseph Isaacs reported 
that the Boxwood citizens had 
indicated to him that they do 
not want much change in the 
park, that they like it as it is. 
“In our hearts we don’t want 
to see a change, a master plan 
that would reconfigure it,” he 
said. 

•Council member Antoinette 
Bram said “education of usage” 
is the only improvement to the 
park council has heard through 
the years. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens said he agreed with his 
colleagues. He added he believed 
improvement did not mean ad¬ 
dition to the park and that he 
would like to see more mainte¬ 
nance. There is a pretty gen¬ 
eral idea of keeping the park 
natural and for local family use, 
said Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. 

Misunderstandings 

Throughout most of the meet¬ 
ing, citizens expressed a sense 
of wanting something different 
from what the consultants were 
doing. Several expressed concern 
with the procedures at the meet¬ 
ing. 

“I was taken aback that the 
consultants would as'k us ques¬ 
tions,” said Willard Larkin of 
Pinecrest. I thought they would 
present us plans, he said. The 
consultants need to have input 
fijom the public early on in the 
planning process, explained the 
city’s Director of Planning and 
Development Celia Wilson. This 
is the same type of procedure 
that was followed in planning 
the Schrom Hills Park, added 
Weidenfeld. 

Several people said what was 
needed was an overall plan for 
the park. Lola Skolnik called for 
a vision of what the park would 
be. We should envision how many 
benches and where they will go 
to guide us. In the past, she 
claimed, she has seen picnic ta¬ 
bles appear in the park. “I’ve 
been on the city's Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board for seven 
years and we do not decide to 
put these in, so who does?” she 
asked. 

Warner Neux)ert of Lakeside 
Drive said he agreed with Skol¬ 
nik on the need for an overall 
plan as a guide. 

“There’s a general sense of 
what needs to be done,” Weiden¬ 
feld said. “We are asking the 
consultants to fill in the gaps.” 

Council member Thomas White 
said the misunderstanding came 
from Wilson calling it an im¬ 
provement plan. Wilson said she 
called it an improvement plan 
for fear the label “master plan" 
would call up the idea of a 
blank slate ready for develop- 
ment. She said what the con¬ 
sultants are working for is the 
same as what was expressed by 
the public at the meeting and 
what council directed the con¬ 
sultants to do. “A community 
sentiment has determined what 
this park is to be,” she said, “A 
natural area with picnic areas.” 

Tom Renahan, chair of PRAB, 
brought up the point that these 
types of planning meetings will 
not be a representative sample 
of Greenbelt. The people who 
Kve closest to the park will come 
out more to these meetings, he 
said. To get a broader range of 
view he suggested running a 
city wide survey, instead of just 
the survey handed out by the 


consultants that night, or hav¬ 
ing the consultants identify new 
ideas and send them to PRAB. 

Renahan said there would be 
trouble later if it was not ac¬ 
cepted at the beginning that 
these meetings were not repre¬ 
sentative of Greenbelt. During 
the planning process of the 
fSchrom Hills Park, the youth 
groups and neighbors of the 
park were predominant, he said. 
But the lake park is used by a 
wider group of people than 
Schrom Hills Park, he said. 

White said he did not remem¬ 
ber concerns about representa¬ 
tiveness in the Schrom planning 
process. He said he thought 
more emphasis should be placed 
on the concerns of the neigh¬ 
bors.

The teardrop-shaped site lies 
on ,76 acre of flat land between 
Kenilworth Avenue and the first 
office building on Ivy Lane, The 
site is largely hidden from Ken¬ 
ilworth by a thick stand of trees 
in the highway's broad right- 
of-way. 

Building Plans 

A triangular-shaped building 
of white granite, designed to fit 
the site, will have two drive- 
through windows, an automated 
teller machine (ATM) and a 
2,600 sq, ft. lobby. A curved 
retaining wall on the east side 
(toward Kenilworth Ave.) would 
also be white granite. The name 
of the bank would be carved 
into the stone on the east side 
of the building. Other signs 
have not yet been planned. 

Two driveway entrances to 
the property were constructed 
along the service road, along the 
west side of the property, that 
currently leads to parking behind 
the neighboring office building, 
(The road will lead to the State 
Highway Administration build¬ 
ing at some time in the future 
when its present access at 
Crescent Road is closed). Park¬ 
ing for 19 cars exceeds the code 
requirement of 10 spaces. 

Initial Concerns 

Nancy Slepicka, attorney rep¬ 
resenting the bank, brought a 
team to the September 17 coun¬ 
cil meeting to answer questions. 
The team included David Taylor, 
assistant vice president of Do¬ 
minion Bank for property man¬ 
agement, and A1 Corby, archi¬ 
tect and site planner from the 
firm The Designer of Annapolis 
and Washington. The call was a 
courtesy, Slepicka said, since no 
rezoning or plan approval is 
required. They plan to return in 
about a month, however, with 
sign plans that will need ap¬ 
proval from the county for a 
departure from design standards. 

Slepicka told council she did 
want to respond to some con¬ 
cerns brought up by the city^s 
Advisory Planning Board (APB), 
In reviewing the flow of cars 
leaving the drive-through win¬ 
dows, APB found a potential 
conflict with cars pulling in to 


branch bank. 

parking spaces near the ATM, 
Slepicka told council they agreed 
with the concern and have elimi¬ 
nated the two parking spaces 
closest to the drive-^through win¬ 
dows, thereby offering drivers 
exiting the windows a few ex¬ 
tra feet to put away their cash 
and pay attention to their driv¬ 
ing. 

Council member Antoinette 
M. Bram was adamant that a 
potential problem still exists. 
She called for redesign of the 
plan, Putens also objected to 
the ‘^mingling of traffic,” Sle¬ 
picka explained that architects 
chose to place the ATM with 
parking spots close by on the 
side of the bank facing Ivy Lane 
for the customers' safety. '‘Do¬ 
minion wants good visibility by 
police cars and others driving 
along Ivy Lane,” she said. Signs 
will alert drivers to two-way 
traffic and striping on the pave¬ 
ment will direct drivers to the 
proper lane. 

The branch will be in the 
middle of an area that is “go¬ 
ing to be very, very busy with 
Metro and the connection to the 
Beltway. When you see a prob¬ 
lem in advance,” said Bram, 
“It's silly not to resolve it” 
Landscaping 

The landscape design utilizes 
deciduous rather than evergreen 
shrubs and trees to enhance the 
building rather than screen it, 
explained Corby. The city's hor¬ 
ticulturist, at APB's suggestion, 
reviewed the plan and recom¬ 
mended no changes. Corby de¬ 
scribed the “fuller, lusher” 
green that deciduous trees, such 
as birches and red maples, offer. 
It will look “very, very good for 
eight or nine months of the 
year. There are no air condi¬ 
tioners lying on the ground that 
need evergreen screening,” he 
said. “No gutters or downspouts, 
no meters on the building which 
is very streamlined and mod- 
ern. 

Bram argued for som-e use of 
evergreens, specifically Leyland 
Cypress, a narrow, pyramidal 
tree that grows 50 to 70 feet 
tall. It is used extensively in 
Europe, she said. Corby agreed 
to look at her -suggestion.

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Hearing on $5.5 Million 
GHI Budget Next Tuesday 

by Mary Moien 

The proposed 1991 budget was the major topic of dis¬ 
cussion at the September 27 meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI). The total charges 
to members iior 1991 will be $5.5 million, an increase of 
6.3% over the 1990 figure of $5.2 million. This represents 
$3.8 million in operating charges and $1.7 million in H«>bt 
service for the rehabilitation. While the debt service figure 
is the same for 1990 and 1991, the operating charges snow¬ 
ed an increase of 9.4%. 


The meinibership hearing on 
the proposed budget will be held 
Tuesday, October 16, 8 p.m. in 
the GHI Board Room. Members 
will have an opportunity to aak 
questions and offer suggestions 
on the budget. 

Budget Goals 

Ron Colton, General Manager, 
presented a detailed discussion 
of the proposed 1991 budget. 
This budget was based on the 
assumption that the primary 
goal of the cooperative is to 
make the homes last another 50 
years. The budget reflects the 
continuation of scheduled capi¬ 
tal improvement projects de¬ 
signed to repair house infra¬ 
structure; repair and replace old 
components; and to implement 
preventive maintenance to ex¬ 
tend the life of the houses while 
reducing maintenance needs 
where possible. 

Fee Variations 

As documented in the pro¬ 
posed budget, charge increases 
will vary widely by type of 
home. The masonry homes will 
expect the largest increases, ap¬ 
proximately 9%; the frame 
homes, 5%; and the larger 
homes, 2%. The increases in 
charges are directly related to 
the capital improvements and 
repairs scheduled for the var¬ 
ious types of units. 

The moderate increases for the 
frame homes consist mainly of 
taxes, maintenance, improve¬ 
ments and insurance. The pro¬ 


gram to install sewer cleanouts 
in all frame buildings will be 
completed in 1991, while the 
program to replace porch decks 
and porch roofs will continue in 
1991 and beyond. 

The increase in charges for 
the larger homes mainly reflects 
increases in taxes. 


The most serious budgetary 
impact is on the masonry homes. 
In addition to tax increases, the 
budgets for maintenance and im¬ 
provements have increased sig¬ 
nificantly. For the last three 
years, the masonry home main¬ 
tenance expenses have exceeded 
the amount budgeted. Also in¬ 
cluded in the budget are com¬ 
pletion of work on ridge vents, 
soffit and facia for brick homes 
and testing a solution for the 
nroblem of settlement cracks in 
the block homes. 

Director Margaret Hogensen 
asked whether the management 
had investigated stretching out 
the completion dates for some 
projects to minimize the in¬ 
creases in member charges. Col¬ 
ton indicated that this budget 
did not change any schedules. 
He cautioned that other proj¬ 
ects are scheduled for future 
years. Hogensen, however, re-

Listening To Your Body's Language 


I f you think the way com¬ 
puters work Is complicat¬ 
ed. think for a minute about 
your own body. Everything 
we do—from taking a step to 
reading a page to processing 
food—requires enormous co¬ 
ordination of S3ratems within. 
When something is going 
wrong, the body often sends 
out signals to warn us. 

These signals are com- 
monty known as symptoms, 
and are the body's way of 
telling us that something 
needs attention. 

Dr. Frank Pisciotta, an 
area gastroenterologist, 
states, 'Two common signs of 
a digestive system in trouble 
are diarrhea and constipa¬ 
tion. Others include painful 
swallowing, heartburn, nau¬ 
sea, cramping, unexplained 
weight loss, discoloration of 
tissue or the presence of 
blood in the stool.” 

Dr. Pisciotta says that 
for some 20 million Ameri¬ 
cans. minor digestive upsets 
are a daily problem. Accord¬ 
ing to the National Institutes 
of Health figures, another 20 
million are chronically ill 
with serious gastrointestinal 
disorders. 

He states, "Almost every¬ 



one suffers from occasional 
bouts of heartburn. Chang¬ 
ing eating habits may help 
dramatlc^y, however, if 
within a week's time self-care 
measures don't help, it’s time 
to seek medical a<hdce. The 
acids caused by heartburn 
can actually erode the esoph¬ 
agus and cause painful ul¬ 
cers. Your doctor can likefy 
prescribe something to pre¬ 
vent it.” 

Common sense, he says, 


is the key. Many people wait 
too long for tlie symptoms to 
disappear on their own. By 
the time they seek medical 
advice, the problem has ad¬ 
vanced to a more complicat¬ 
ed stage. 

Most digestive diseases 
are highty treatable in their 
earfy stages. Includes malig¬ 
nancies. Early tumors can 
usually be effectively re¬ 
moved with little or no dis¬ 
comfort by a simple in-office 


procedure called endoscopy. 
Dr. Pisciotta has offices that 
include endoscopy facilities, 
as well as on-site lab, amd X- 
ray, so there is no undue dis¬ 
ruption of the patient's daify 
routine. Should there be a 
need, he has hospital privi¬ 
leges at many of the areas 
finest facilities. 

He says, ”We often see 
patients who have suffered 
for weeks or months before 
they come in, thinking that 
the problem would go away. 
Our staff understands the 
importance of early treat¬ 
ment, so when someone 
calls, we accommodate them 
right away. A thorough eval¬ 
uation and program of treat¬ 
ment, if needed, begins im¬ 
mediately.” 

Dr. Pisciotta, who is a 
graduate of the Universities 
of Maryland and Texas Medi¬ 
cal School, trained at insti¬ 
tutes including Hahnemann 
Medical Center and Hospital 
in Philadelphia; M.D. Ander¬ 
son Hospital and Tumor In¬ 
stitute in Houston; St Mary's 
Hospital at the University of 
Rochester in New York and 
Washington Hospital Center 
in Washington, D.C. He pre¬ 
scribes preventive measures 


as ways in which to avoid 
having trouble. 

"l^t slowly.” he advises, 
"and as your mother always 
told you, chew your food 
well. Have plenty of high- 
fiber food in your diet, drink 
alcohol only in moderation, 
don’t smoke cigarettes, and 
be aware of any changes in 
your body's normal patterns. 
If you have doubts concern¬ 
ing the seriousness of a con¬ 
dition, see a doctor. Ignoring 
symptoms for long periods of 
time can wind up being very 
costty in terms of your 
health. When your body 
talks, listen."
